Washington, Oct. 23.—While President ^Wil- 


son conferred today with Chief of Staff March, 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels, Secretary of State 
Lansing and by cable with allied governments, the 
curtain of secrecy continued over the nature of the 
response to be made to Germany's latest peace 
advances. Special significance 'was attached to 
Gen. March's visit to the white house.

Copenhagen, Oct. 23.—The enemy 


is at our gates," "declared the chan- 
cellor Maximilian in addressing the 
German reichstag. 


•'Our. first and last thought must 


lie for the brave defenders whom wo 
must defend under unjust charges. 
There are bad elements in every 
army. With the fundeniental will of 
the people, the army will disown 
them.

There 
is no doubt we are now equal to the

Alsatians, ap- 
pointed 'liy the governor and serre- 
twry of state from leaders of the 
second chamber of the diet, will be 
members 'of the provincial govern- 
ment.
